Eeminisoencea of One of the Abolitioniita 
of Fifty Yean Ago. 

A few day a ego the New York Press 
reported that Cal vin Fairbank wae dying at 
Angelica, N. Y. Away baok in the forties 
he wae an active abolitioniet, and he need 
to help runaway alavee whenever he oould. 
The following incident#, which he narrated 
a few woeke ago, will have a special interest 
for older readers, who remember when the 
“ underground railroad ’’ waa a mysterious 
but highly valued inatitution. When I waa 
21, said Mr. Fairbank, my father sent me 
down the Alleghany and Ohio Rivera with 
a raft of lumber. After I had marketed my 
lembi r at Cincinnati I took paisige on a 
steamer for Pittsburgh. Toe steamer 

stopped, at Maysville, Ky., to take on 
freight, and while it waa loadipg 

I went for a walk about the 
town. Oa one of the back street* 
I met an extremely pretty girl/ of 
16 or 17, who aeemed in deep diatresa. I 
a»ked her what waa the matter, and she 
; told me that abe waa a slave—you would 
j not have known it from her color—and waa 
; trying to escape from her matter, a man 
i Darned P-yoe, who lived a few mile* out in 
J the c^uutry from Maysville, and who waa 
also her father. 1 took the girl back to the 
I ste»mor, introduced her as my sister, and 
we made the trip to Pittsburgh in *afet>y. 
j She was exceedingly bright and a skilled 
| musician, aud I remember made a deep im- 
pr« siiou on some of the male passage's, one 
of whom went so far as to ask the privilege 
of corresponding with her. She settled id 
New Vuik, finally married well, and is now 
living in mote than comfortable circum- 
• lames. 

" in April, 1842, while in Covington, I 
heard that Kmliy Ward, a handsome girl of 
18, two thirds white, had been sold and was 
about to be taken south to beoome the 
mistress of her pmchsaer. She wa» kept in 
mi attic facing the river. I went at night¬ 
fall, and, attracting her attention by tossing 
pebbles against the window, threw up to 
ber, tied to a stone, a note telling her I had 
come to help her tsoape. By the same 
incans 1 got up to h*T flrstra cord with a 
huimlu o! men’s clothes fastened to it, and 
finally a stout rope. Who put on the clothes, 
and, crowing through a rear window of the 
room lu which s^e was locked, slid down 
the rope to the ground When we were a 
; few feet away from the house we met her 
! maaier, who apo’ogized lor uoiotcntion^lly 
I rushing against me in the dacknn*. 
Trie gul’e case was ki owh to every one in 
Covington, and 1 did not dare to hire a 
boot to take us serosa to Cincinnati, so we 
got astride a 10 foot pico log lying half way 
out of the water on the nver bank anl 1 
paddled aertss, using a pieco of board for 
i an oar. Once in Cincinnati we were safe. 

I took Emily to the houso of Levi C ffio, 
aupeiiniendent of tho underground railroad. 
He found her a comfortable home and she 
did well. She belonged to the family of 
Zeb Ward, with whom 1 afterward became 
too well acquainted. 

** In August of the sume year I spent 
several weeks in M ii'gomery county, Ky , 
as tho guest of Kicli&rd ffcFailitn 1, a 
planter. One of his slaves, Kate McFar¬ 
land, a gill of 16, was anxious to escape, 
and applied to me for help. Starting on a 
clear moonlight ni h ht, we tirovorbeford noou 
next day to Lexington, a di*tanco of O'J 
miles. My scruples against so gross a 
breach of Hospitality in steaiiLg the prop¬ 
erty of my host were fully overcome by the 
fact that both the girl ami her mother were 
the children of their master. Kate was u 

f nelly blonde, with blue eyes aud flaxen 
u»r, showing not the slightest trace of 
negro blood. From Lexington ltook her to 
Cincinnati and gave her lnto-th* care of 
Gamaliel Bailey,editor of the Xa/ional Era, 
one of the boldest and bravest soldier* in 
the abolition army. 

“ The mist remarkable incident of this 
period of my life occurred in March, 1843 
1 happened one day to be in the jail at 
Lexington and noticed that one of the 
prisoners was a young woman of ex 
qmsite figure und singular beauty. 1 asked 
the jailer who she was, and to my eurpri*-, 
for she looked the p ire Caucasian, he told 
me that she was a slave girl named Eliza, 
who was to be sold a few days later upon 
the block for the New (Means maiket. I 
talked with the girl. She was very intelli¬ 
gent. [ told her at 1 would purchase her 
free iom if I p >ssibly oould. 1 hurried to 
Cinoiuuati aud laid the case before Salmon 
P. Cha.o, afterward Senator, Stcreury of 
cnief Juitloe, who gave 
-*• 9200 and went with me to see Nn«hola* 
Longworth. Tne Utter was worth millions, 
but was never known to give a dollar for

Janu¬ 
ary 27ih, via Moville, for New York, has 
returned to Greeoock, after losing a number 
of her crew and pasetngers in a heavy storm. 
Tbe Pomeranian wa* about 1,150 miles west¬ 
ward from Glasgow when the encountered 
weather of unusual severity. The gales had 
increased with great suddenneas nntll a 
heavy sea unexpectedly ewept over the 
dtok, carrying everything before It like an 
avalanche. The deck saloon, the chert 
house, the- Bridge and the boate were 
smashed and swept away by the tremendous 
force of the waves, and when tbe 
tea had paased over the deoke 
wore a eoena of ruin and the 
shrieks of perishing eailors and paaeengere 
oould be heard in the wave* that aorged 
about the dismantled steamer. Copt. 
Dalziel had been on the bridge when the 
avalanche struck the vessel. He was swept 
from hn post and was dashed agaiost the 
bulwarks, where he lav stunned and 
helpless. The mates, John Cook and 
John Hamilton, who were on the bridge 
with the captain, were swept out to see and 
drowned. Besides the first and second 
officers named two qaartermaalere, two 
stewards, four fiist cabin psaseog fa and 
one second cabin passenger perished by 
drowning. J-mei and Lilian Gibson, of 
Dalkeith, Jane Caffery, of Londonderry, 
and John Stuart, of Glasgow, were the 
first cabio paeeeoglre loet. They were In 
the dock s*loon at the time of the disaster, 
and were burled overboard with the ruins 
of thosalooD. They were never seen again,but 
the auivivora say a dosparing cry pieroed 
the air even amid the thunderous roar of the 
waters. l\iter Forbes, of Dundee, wae the 
second cabin passenger missing and the 
stewards were James Pritchard and Fred. 
Weetbury. The stewards were en¬ 
gaged at the time in their usual 
duties when borr,e 'tf their feet and ewept 
Into tho sea. Two sr*amen, named Peter 
McLean and Wnv Dfqubart, who were on 
duty at the time, also perished. For a 
moment after the catastrophe the sur¬ 
vivors were too etunned to set. With the 
captain disabled and the first and 
second officers drowned, there wae no one 
lor tho moment to give orders from whom 
ordeis were expected. Everyone looked 
sbout to eee who wae in command. Then 
the third officer quickly brought the crew to 
their senses, and took prompt action to save 
the steamer and its numan freight from 
further calamity. All the instrument# for 
navigation had been swept away except the 
after-compase, by which the steamer had to 
bo navigated. Capt. Dalziel was borne 
below. His iojuries were fatal, and he 
died on the following morning. The crew 
cleared away the wreckage and the vessel 
started on Its return voyage, making its 
way back slowly and caiefully to Greet ook. 
1 ho survivors of tho passengers aod crew 
are iu a very exhausted condition after their 
terrible experience. 

A London cable gives the following add! 
tio ial particulars to tohso published in the 
Times on Saturday regarding tho misfortune 
to the Pomeranian, which hue arrived in 
Glasgow : From additional accounts regard¬ 
ing the terrible calamity on Fob 1st it 
appears that after Capt. Dalziel had been 
carried below unconsorous the vessel was 
brought about by order of the officer in com* 
maud, and kept running before the sale. 
Tne crew cleared away the debris and bat¬ 
tened down the hatches. The waves swept 
over the deck from item to stern aud 
flooded the passengers’ quarters Tnere 
was no panic, and the crew hod everything 
snug before dark. The gale continued to 
rage with fury until Wednesday last, when 
it abated somewhat. On lhur»day the 
weather agam became stormy and gradu¬ 
ally rose to a hurricane. Innlstrhntl light, 
otf iha me at northerly part of tbe lrieh 
c r ait, wae sighted on Toursday evening,and 
the position of the vessel as.-ortamed. 
Owing to the terrific weather it wae neces¬ 
sary to lie until Friday morning, when the 


1 ZANTE STILL QUAKING. 

Great Sufferinc Oftostd by Tidal With 
asd Oontiiraed Earthquake. 

SEVERAL VILLAGES WRECKED. 

An Athens oable eaye : Newe from Zante 
this ■ evening shows that tbs shocks but 
night and this morning were severer then 
any thing before experieeoed. E<ght solidly 
built booses which bed withstood former 
shocks were wrecked. The roofs fell and 
the walls oollapsed before the oocupant# 
could leave. Two women, foar m—i and a 
child were killed end eight other persons 
were injured. Most of tho bnildinfs in tbe 
main street have been thrown oat of plumb 


and twenty or more bare fallen. The 
street ie partially obstructed and tbe loot 
families moved from it this afterocon. 
Several aide streete have been barricade^ 
against travel on account of tbe dangers 
threatened by tbe leaning and cracked walla. 
More than 10,000 persona have left the 
oity, and those remaining live in the out¬ 
skirts, where the houaee are lew and con¬ 
structed of euob light materials that the 
tenants are exposed to few danger* in tbe 
oaeeof repeated ebooks. Tho harbor has 
been practically deserted by small craft, as 
tbe tidal waves which have aoeompanied tbe 
last three heavy ebooks have sank several 
•mall vessels, end have smashed in those 
docking along tho sea wall The utmost 
destitution prevails among tbe people who 
are camping on the slain near toe oltv. 
Tbe ten is seat from Athene dot some ten 
acres closely, and in this area almost 4,000 
people are crowded. Tho food shipped on 
Gretk, Eigltah and Italian ships has been 
consumed, and as many of tne fugitives 
from the oily abandoned their property 
theft and robberry continue to flourish. 
The bakery ovine erected in the fields hove 
been broken by the force of the last two 
shocks, and will not be repaired before 
Monday nighN The weather baa moderated 
somewhat and oooeeqnently the death rate 
from exposure has decreased. Reports from 
other parts of the island are brought in an 
exsggtratod form by men and women 
who have fled from their homes and now 
tramp to get food aod shelter. Four vil¬ 
lages on the other side of the island are aaid 
to have bsen partially wrecked since Fri¬ 
day. _% 

AX AWFUL CALAMITY. 

The Anchor Line Steamer Trine trim 
Wrecked Off the Spanish Ceaet. 

Trinscria which waa reported yesterday as 
having been lost on Caps Villsno, grounded 
at th*j exact spot where tbe British oroiser 
Serpent was lost on November HIM), 1890, 
when of the 270 persons on board only three 
were saved. The Trinscria has completely 
broken op. Her crew numberod 87 mil told. 
Seven were saved, but nearly all of them 
sustained serious injuries. There were e 
number of passengers on the steamer,mostly 
members of the Mission of Gibraltar and 
soldiers belonging to the garrison at that 
place. Among the women on board were 
Mrs. Bell, who waa on her way to 
rejoin her husband ; Mist Sevell, belonging 
to the mission, who was returniag from a 
furlough ; Misa Stirline, a novice, and 
Kitty Smith. a child. All the women on 
board were drowned. The survivor* of the 
disaster state that the Trinaoria struck tbe 
Bermilae rocks at 0 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. An enormous hole was torn In 
her hull end she began to fill and sink im¬ 
mediately. The weather wae bad aod ter¬ 
rific breaker! swept clear over the vessel, 
carrying everything before them. Several 
of the crew were caught up by the eeae 
and carried overboard. Shortly after the 
steamer struck h* r mast* went over the 
side, but bathing was done or oould have 
been (lone to clear her of the wreckage. 1%* 
reven survivors, seeing that there wae no 
possible chance of tbe steamer being saved, 
jumped into tho tea and were washed 
ashore. They landed almost naked, their 
clothes having bren torn otf in the buffet- 
ings they received while trying to reach tbe 
shore. The txach is strewn with bodies 
washed from the steamer.

Owing to the terriflo weather it was neces¬ 
sary to lie until Friday morning, when tbe 
Pomeranian was s*eeie I for Greenook. The 
scene at the burial of C*pt Dalziel wae one 
of tbe taddest ever witnessed at sea. Tbe 
esptaio breathed hie last on Sonday morn¬ 
ing, and at mlddav his body Wes committed 
to the waves. The crew snd passengers 
stood by sileotlv weeping during the simple 
aDd mournful ceremony. The waves were 
runnirg mountains high, and all felt that 
they,too, might soon be with their departed 
captain. Veteran sailors who were on 
board drolared that during an experience of 
30 years the storm was the worst they ever 
encountered. If the ship had not been 
stanoh and discipline good they would have 
foundered. 

Purser Low was ssked in an interview 
why the vessel did not continue on its voy¬ 
age westward. Ho replied that had not the 
surviving officer decided to run back, none 
would have been 1»ft to tell the tale. One 
heavy sea, he stated, carried away the two 
quartermasters from the wheel, swept away 
the chart and compasses and disabled the 
steering apparatus. The Pomeranian then 
swung her head round and the officers saw 
no alternative but to keep away by the 
wind as much as possible. As for himself, 
Purser Low said that he had a lucky escape. 
He was just stepping on deck to go to the 
deck saloon when he saw the saloon swept 
away to sea, leaving a big gap, through 
which volumes of water poured from the 
deck through the cabin and the saloon. Ihe 
orew and passengers worked heroically in 
repairing the damages, although expecting 
every moment that the vteeel would founder. 

Speaking of the funeral (of Capr. Dalziel, 
Purser Low said that it wai th* most solemn 
spectacle he had ever witnessed. One hun¬ 
dred and twenty people were grouped 
around the body, mutely anticipating their 
own death and following with tear-swim¬ 
ming eyes the remains of their late com¬ 
mander disappearing in the hungry waves 
that seemed to roar for additional prey. 
The passengers were delighted on learning 
that the vessel was turned back. Although 
tho discomfort that had been endured was 
very great, nobody complained. Everybody 
looked forward with eagerness to sate 
arrival on land, and all were only too glad 
to be alive to complain of laok of accommo¬ 
dations. The interior of the Pomeranian is 
badly damaged and will require extensive 
repairs. 

The Decline of Outturn! Porridge. 

Although Queen Viotoria is said to retain 
the custom of a dish of oatmeal porridge, 
served every morning in a blue china bowl, 
the fashion of oatmeal as a necessary break¬ 
fast dish has sensit ly deolined in this conn- 
try. Some people frankly do not like oat¬ 
meal ; others assert that it is injurious to 
the complexion ; most prefer varied food, 
which contains the same elements of nutri¬ 
ment ss oa'meal. Thero are various morn¬ 
ing dishes which may be served as a por¬ 
ridge. Among the most palatable are 
whito wheat, ceraline, wheatena, whratlet, 
hominy, cracked wheat and yellow Indian 
mcsl mush. Any kind of wheat food is 
palatable when served with cream, and it 
forms a useful addition t) tho breakfast. 
The Scotchman will have his bowl of oat¬ 
meal porridge each morning and bis bowl of 
milk near by, but tbe American taste pre¬ 
fers a variety of food and does not tako 
kindly to the oatmeal custom.

Capital and Labor 

Mr. Z. 8. Hulorook, of Chicago, in a dis¬ 
sertation on the late Homestead difficulty, 
Bums up at follows : 

1. Work is a blessing, not a curse. 

2. Tbe greatest philanthropist is be who 
furnishes *rrplojm*nt to others. 

3 Aggregatiess r f capital sre beneficial 
to society, as they reduce tbe cost of pro- 
duct ion. 

4. Capital and labor are partners, but 
capitalists and laborers are not. 

5. Labor must chooae between the cer¬ 
tainty of wages and the vicissitudes and 
risks of profit and lass. 

6. Havmg chosen wsges as it* part, when 
wages are paid tbe obligations of capital 
cease, exoept »uch as pertain to the domain 
of private conscience. 

7. The obligations of capital to share 
profit* with labor are no greater than tho*e 
of others to share their surplus with the 
needy. 

8. No man can show authority for die' 
taiiug to capital it* duty to labor whsn 
agreed wages have been paid. 

9. Honesty, industry and thrift are tbe 
basic elements of wealth. 

10. The capitalists of to-day were the 
wage-earners of yesterday, and the laborers 
of to-day can become the capitalists of to¬ 
morrow. 

11. The monnds of property are dissi¬ 
pated by the sure laws of nature ; hence 
the State does not need to assist in tbe 
work. 

12. It is not a crime to acquire and to 
own. It may be a crime not to do so if one 
has the ability. Acquiring must not be 
oon'ounded with avarice. 

Finally—Man has an inherent and Inalien¬ 
able right to labor, and this right mutt not 
be interfered with by unions or strikers. It 
is not the business of government to aid in 
the acquisition of money or to make pro¬ 
perty, but to protect every man, tbe hum¬ 
blest and tbe wealthiest, in his laafal 
efforts to acquire and enjoy tbe fruit* of hi* 
labor.

Hyaointhe, trass- 
lated and read exceedingly well, in exoel- 
lentFianoh, a valuable paper from Mrs. 
Euza M. Jones, of Brockvills*. propnetreis 
o! the well-known and lucrative model dairy 
of that place. Tnia is, to farmers, and all 
interest’d in agriculture, by far the most 
interesting papa/ read so far before the Coo* 
grass, and consequently we give its matr 
leatores, below : 

Mb. Chaibmax axd Gentlemen, —I have 
been asked to prepare a paper on dairy mat 
tere, to be read before tbu, the first Con- 
grois of Farmers, in the PrMnoe of 
Quebec. I can hardly tell whloh feeling 
predominates in my mind, intense pleasure 
at the honor done me, or a deep sense of the 
importance of this oocasion. I netid not 
enlarge upon my own diffidence, such re¬ 
mark s ate an old story, but I will tell you 
why I respond so oheerfully to the cull. 
When 1 was a obild 1 often went, with my 
oompanlons, to.gathsr wild strawberries,but 
the berries were scarce and the search was 
tiresome. If a passing farmer said, 
“ Children, I hear there are good berries in 
snch a field, over yonder, we gave him 
doubtinl belief, and did not always go. But 
if one of our number, who was actually 
piokiog berries, called out, “ come on girU, 
here is a splendid spot,” we just lumoled 
over one auothcr in our anxiety to get there, 
and all shared in the good luck. 

Now, I have found “ a good spot ” in 
dairying, a great spot, and I want you all 
to oome on, just as last as yoa can, and 
•hare iu my luck. My whole life has been 
epent in dairying, and alter struggling 
through untold difficulties, and proving 
each step as 1 wsnt by dear bought experi¬ 
ence, I have at last attained a brilliant suc¬ 
cess, and I want otheia to share it. I look 
at it in tbit way : 

The average cow of the country makes 
160 pounds;Oi butter a year, which sells at 
an average of 20 cents. Indeed, 1 doubt if 
they do as well as this. 

My cows produce from 260 pounds all 
the way to 60J pounds butter a year, and 
sometime* far more. All my butter soils at 
35 cents per pound all the year round, right 
at my own place. I havo no exprets or 
freight charge a to pay, and 1 do not even 
have to print it. 

In my herd, the usual grain ration for 
each animal in full milk varies from 7 to 
10 lbs. per oow, each day. This is composed 
of ground oats, ground peas, wheat bran 
and, occasionally, a very little oil meal. 
Tne ration is divided into two feeds and 
given night and morning, up< n the ensilage. 
Should the ailo be empty, he grain is 
alwajn fed upon hay that has been out aud 
mole toned. 

The quantity of ensilage fed is 30 to 40 
lbs. a day. At noon my cattle get a very 
•mall feed of cut carrots or mangels, and 
any further supply of food required consists 
of bright, early cured long hay, pat in their 
mangers. They get all me salt they need, 
all the water they want twice a day, and 
each cow is well carded and blushed over 
every day. Whenever weather permits, 
they are turned out for a shoit time, about 
noon, but are never left cut till cold and 
tired. • The barns are thoroughly cleaned 
out twloe a day. With this feed aud care 1 
have 2-year-old heifers making from 21 
to 14 lbs. butter a week, and mature cows, 
m«kmg from 16 to 19 lba a wetk. To a ve»y 
unoommon oow I feed a larger ration. My 
famous old “ Mamma ’’ eats more than the 
quantity I have just mentioned, but what

•oe Mr. Dionne’s herd, and I was surprised 
and delighted, while the sample of butter 
given me rivalled that of my beloved Jer- 
•eye. In these oattie you have almost 
boundless possibilities, and I predict a great 
dairy future for the Province of Quebec. 

** You have three more great oaueea of 
thankfulness, though a very brief mention 
must suffice. I allude to the large number 
of well-equipped butter and cheese factor¬ 
ies ; to the presence of the travelling dairy 
among you, and to the excellent schemes 
now on foot for establishing winter dairying 
as the rule and not the exception. 

One can hardly overestimate the im¬ 
mense advantages of the cooperative 
system in making both cheese and but¬ 
ter. Fifty years ago we all made but¬ 
ter aud cheese at home ; for the 
same reason we travelled in a stage 
coach, because we bad to—there was no 
other way. But the march of progress has 
brought us many good things, many labor 
saving things, and I do assure you that one 
of the greatest of these is Co-operative 
Dairying. Why is not every man a black¬ 
smith, to shoe his own horses, or a manu¬ 
facturer, to make his own binding or reap¬ 
ing machines ? Just because toose things 
can b« done belter, quicker, and conse¬ 
quently, cheaper, by those who make it 
their life-long business, and whom oonstant 
prao ice makes perfect. While the farmer, 
on the other hand, can use the time to 
better advantage, the factories can give you 
the benefit of such skill, such uniformity, 
and such market facilities as can only be 
found occasionally in private dairies. 

The paper then dealt with the import¬ 
ance of frequent ohurningsof milk, which is 
accomplished by the factory principle, and 
also of paying for milk according to lte 
quality, which is not yet done by the 
lactones and consequently works against 
their usefulness, placing a premium as it does 
on quantity of milk as opposed to quality. 
This, however, would shortly be remedied, 
at least the writer of the paper felt certain 
that it would. Shp continued : 

Lastly, the idea of winter dairying, is one 
of the greatest scope, and the highest im¬ 
portance, and is destined to work a revolu¬ 
tion in farm life. Make the bulk of your 
butter iu winter, if you'wLh to average a 
larger quantity, a better price, aud a higher 
profit. Also, better cows, and more and 
better manure. You will alto sccuro 
a more even distribution of your 
labor, so it won’t bo all a feast 
or a famine. Sometinns, for half the 
winter, the teams are comparatively idle, 
and the men have time to sit aiound the vil¬ 
lage store. Now I like their having a little 
leisure aud sitting around the stovo, and ex¬ 
changing ideas. But do not carry it too far. 
You can milk the cows and take tho milk to 
tho factory in winter and still have time for 
reading, recreation and sooial intercourse. 
The cow that calves in September will yield 
well all winter—when grass comes, it will 
■end her along again, for a while, and when 
she does fail, it will bo iu July and August, 
just when you are heated aud tired with 
naying and harvest, and do not want to be 
bothered with her. Just when the cow is 
tirrd aud hot, and worried with flies, and 
only wants to stand in the shado and switch 
her till, and just when butter brings the 
lowest price in the whole year. I hold that 
the same cow is worth ten dollars more a 
}ear if she calves in September than if she 
calves in April.

6tven hours afterward the 
man went to the hotpital for treatment.

But, on the other baud, 1 gave her 
no credit for the quantity of skim milk and 
buttermilk, for the largo pile of manure and 
for the tine heifer calf she gave me. So you 
will ate that the protit 1 mention is, if any¬ 
thing, under-estimated. It has been said to 
me this was an exceptional animal, and that 
fewoows would respond to feeding as she 
did. Precisely ; that just hits the nail ou 
the head. Now what wo want to do ia to 
get rid of those poor cows that will not 
respond to feediog. Beef them, bury them, 
but do get rid of them, for they are mort¬ 
gaging your farm and making slaves of 
your wives and families, and sinking you 
deeper into debt every year they exist.

One that will elevate themselves, and 
the whole oommonity, and enable them to 
confer a lasting benefit upon the oountry 
in which they live and die. In answer 
to hundred* of requests I have printed 
my book, “ Dairying for Profit,” which (ells 
bow I keep my oattie and make my butter.

British Labor Cwnmil'Slon. 

From the important snd interesting 
statistics given to the Labor Commission on 
Tuesday oy Mr. Gitfeu, of the Board of 
Trade, several curious and novel deductions 
were drawn. Out of total annual 

income of the United Kingdom at large, 
amounting to £1 400.000,000, the savings 
reach £240,000,000 per annum, and the 
investment*, in foreign stocks yield from 
£80,000,000 to £100,000.000. The total 
amount of wages earned is about £633,000,- 
000, divided among 13,200,000 workers, 
men, women anil ohildien, at the average 
of £48 per head per annum. The loss by 
strikes and lock-outs, amounting in one 
year to £1,292,000, is a fraction less than 
1 per cent, of the whole wages of the 
country. Fluctuations in business affect 
the whole trade of the kingdom to the 
extent of from one to six per cent. The 
total immigration of pet sons who come to 
stay reached a maximum < f 21,000 in 1891, 
including Russian and Polish Jews, but has 
since betn diminishing and affects one or 
two particular trades only. 

History of the Fuchsia. 

It is said that the first fuchsia was intro¬ 
duced into England by a sailor from Chili 
in 1746. A plant from this was sold to an 
English nurseryman for over $400. Between 
1830 and 1840 hybrids became rather com¬ 
mon. The modem race of fuchsias dates 
from the introduction of fuchsia fulgent. 
The white cora'ia varieties appeared in 
1866. The raiser of them, d>ing about the 
time that they were produced, left no 
knowledge as to how he obtained them. 
Tnere aie a large number of species in 
South America, many of them in many 
respect* far moro beautiful than the hybrid 
varietUs, but not having been pushed by 
florists, they have, in a great measure, gone 
out of cultivation.

The general design of the Hotchkiss 
rapid-fire gun for qulok fire, as it Is oalled 
in England, is a main tubs strengthened at 
the breech by a jeoket ehrunk oo, and also 
iu the heavier guns by bauds extending a 
considerable distance forward of the jacket. 
The jaoket carries the trunnions end the 
breech mechanism. With a few unimporb- 
ant exoeplions the breech blook works 
up and down In a vertical slob, 
being manipulated by a lever ed 
the right hand side. One quick movement 
drops the broeoh blook below the level ef 
the ohamber, and slmnltaneonsly the empty 
cartridge case remaining In the gun from 
the previous shot is thrown backward clear 
of the gun. The ammunition is put up 
ix oxi pieck, 
like the cartridge of a revolver. There Is a 
brass tube, dosed at one end. Thle osn- 
tains a fulminate and the power charge, and 
the projectile is jest held In the open end. 
As soon as the breech plug Is dropped a 
freeh oartridge le poshed In by one of the 
genoers until the flange on lte closed end 
catobee on the extractor. Then a turn of 
the lever throw* the breech blook up, auto¬ 
matically forcing the cartridge wholly into 
place, cooking tne firing trigger and releas 
ing the safety device, which make* lb im 
possible te fire the gun until the breeoh Is 
absolutely tight shut. . 

If the trigijer should be pulled <rtd there 
should be a" hang fire ” tbs gunner, In the 
noise and excitement of the battle, might 
take it for granted that the guo had gone 
pff and might ihrow open, the breeoh t« 
reload. Then, when firing at Intervals of 
only

the cartridge might hold fire just long 
•neugh to explsde when the breeoh was 
opened and kill the gunners behind it.

In the autumn of 1892, e'tven valuable 
varlelb# of winter wneab were aent out.

•tation plot*. They were divided into three 
Beta, with five varieties in each set, two of 
the mom kinda being need in every Instance 
for tho aako of comparison. Each applloant 
had tho prlvllogo of obooilng the eet he de- 
aired and one-half pound of each of the five 
varletiea ohoaen wart aent to hla address, 
nntil tha limited aupply of aoma of tha kinda 
became exhausted. The size of the plota 
uaad in all oaaoa waa one iqaare rod, and 
patha throe foot wide wort allowed be 
tween tho plota. The aeed wa« 
aown at tha ra o of one and one-third 
bnahala per aore. Up to the prefect date 
136 experimenters have been heard from. 
Of this number, alxty favored ua with very 
satisfactory reporta of carefully conducted 
experiment#, aixtoen forwarded partial 
report., and fifty-nine wrote of failure or 
unreliable reunite, -♦ha alxty satisfactory 
report, o.me from twenty-three oonntiee, 
eleven of which were eait and twelve we.t 
of the olty of Guelph. The name, of the 
different experimenter, and the detailed 
reaulta of the testa will be preaented in the 
animal report of the Experimental Union 
for 1893. The graatoet advantages 
arising from three experiments are oer- 
talnly gleaned by the experimenters 
themselves, bat many very valuable 
lesions oan be obtained by thousands of 
others who carefully study the results. All 
the eleven varieties were grown npon the 
experimental plota at the btatlon In exact 
aooord with the lnstrnotiona sent oat ove 
Ontario. As two of the same varieties were 
aent (o caoh experimenter, it la possible to 
obtain a very reliable comparison of all the 
kinds distributed. The yields per acre 
have been oiloulated from the amounts 
grown open the plots. The following table 
gives the average amount of straw and of 
grain per aore ef the eleven varieties qifcwn 
on sixty Ontario farms and at the Experi¬ 
ment Station at Guelph :

YAMIETY IN MILE*. 

There Arc Four Different Kinds In English 

Speaking i'onnirlci, 

English-speaking countries have foar dif¬ 
ferent miles—tbo ordinary mile of 5,280 feet 
and the geographical or nautical mile of 
0,085 feet, making a difference ef abont one- 
egventh between the two : then there is the 
8ooich mile of 5,928 feet and the Irish mile 
of G.720 feot | four various miles, every one 
of which is In use. Then almost every coun¬ 
try h?: its own standard mile, says the 8t. 
',oule Q lobe-Democrat. The Romans had 
ihelr mil psssuum, 1,000 poors, whloh must 
have bjen 3,000 feet In length, unless we as¬ 
cribe to Ciuisi’s legionaries great 
sU-pptag capacity. The German mile 
cf to-day i« 24,318 foot in length, more 
than four a d a half turns as loog as our 
mile. The Dutch, the Danes and the Prui- 
■Ians enjoy a mile that le 18,440 feet long, 
three and a half times tbe length of ours ; 
and the 8wits get more «xorols-» iu walking 
one of th< Ir miles than we get ia walking 
five miles, for their mile is 9,153 \ards loDg, 
while oure le only 1 ?G0 yards. Tha Italian 
mile is only a fe a f e . longer than ours; the 
Romao m le is shorter, while tho Tuscan 
and the XurkUh miles are 150 yards longer. 
The Swedish mile is 7,341 yards long, and 
Vienna post mile is 8,798 yards In length. 
So, here is a list of twelve different 
mtlee, and besides this there are other 
measure* of dtetance, not counting the 
Frenoh kilometer, whloh is rather le*s than 
tws-thirds of a mile.

The first peaohes that come to market are 
a sweet, well-flavored variety which Is ex- 
oellenb lot dessertS, but is net of scfficlsat ly 
fino, firm purple for preserving. Thesj 
peaohes make the most delicious tarts, 
dumplings and puddings ef all kinds. A 
wall mads peach ice orsam is on* ef the 
simplest and nloosfe sf desserts, and, old- 
time pre j adless t» tbe contrary, one of tbe 
most wnolosomo and nutritious. Peaches 
and orsam represent the most nourishing 
faad and refreshing fruit of all nature. To 
make this orsam, mix together a heaping oup 
of granulated sugar, with four yolks of 
eggs and a half a toaepsonfal of salt. Add 
very slowly a pint ef milk, boating It in to 
prevent to eggs curdling. Pat this oastard 
over the fire and heat It slowly, stirring it 
oantinually. Aj soon as it Is ready to boil, 
add a quart oi fio > cr««m, and continue to 
beat it eloolr u iiil custard and cream 
are thoroughly mixed. Meantime peel 
twelve l oud p'-rfict y ripe peaches. 
8t-ne them one at a tim«, and mash thtm to 
a pulp, add log Ueai to the cream as you do 
•o. R jat tbe cream again an-i strain through 
a fiue p dn’-t-d at»a no , t raising the peaohes 
through with a wmuuo j «poon as you do so.

Or.e of the most delicious p?och dearer: ■ 
i* made with a " pate a chaux ” paste, such 
as is used iu making cream cake#, ohcoolate 
eolalres aud olker cakce of thla kind. Boil 
in a saucepan a cup of milk. Add two 
tablespounfuls of butter. When it melts 
add a liberal oup of sifted flour, and stirth* 
mixture as thoroughly as possible. When 
the flour has been thoroughly stirred In, 
remove the mixture from tbe fire In tbe 
sanoeptn and, add one by one, three yolks 
°1 i*ffgE Finally edd two tablespoonfnls 
of sugar, abont half a onp of milk, and the 
whites of throe egg* beaten to a stiff 
froth. Take an ordinary padding menld 
holding about a quart; butter it thorcughl 
and dredge It with sugar. Put a layer of 
paste In tho bottom of tho mould about 
three-quarters of an Inch thick, and on this 
a layer ef well-flavored peaohes* peeled and 
siloed lu fine sll:es. (Jjutlnae these layers 
alternately till the mould Is fall, taking 
o*i-e that tho lxst Is one of paste. There 
should be room enough in tbe mould to 
allow the pudding to swell considerable. 
Set it In a steamer or in a kettle 
of boiling water reaching to half the 
height of the mould, and let It oook for one 
hour and a half. Serve it hot, with any 
rich brsndled sauce convenient; a liquid 
sanoe is preferable. 

A simple xu’e for a liquid eauje calls for 
four tableapoonfula of butter, half a cup of 
sugar and three-quarters of a cup of oeld 
water and sugar together until they are 
thoroughly melted. Then add tho butter 
and either two tablespoonfuls of good 
brandy ur of kirsch. The klrech sauce Is In 
apiclal favor with a peaob dessert this sea¬ 
son.

From tho beg nclcg of his work with the 
telescope Profersor Barnard has given 
spe-ttul attention to tbe planet Jupiter. In 
1890 the planet was observed by hlOi on 
forty-nloo nights with the 12 inch equatorial, 
and carefal measures made ef all the mark¬ 
ings on the planet. Jn September of that 
ye^r he observed the singular phenomsnon 
of a double transit of the first latellits 
across the disk of Japltsr. Projected 
cn the ‘face of the planet It appeared 
distinctly double, resembling S does 
doable star, the components being slightly 
un<qaal. This remarkable appearance has 
not yet been accounted for. It was prob¬ 
ably due to a bright belt on the sate/Jit*,

m its revolution about Jupiter rotates on an 
ails nearly perpendicular tv its orbit, as In 
the case of our own moon..

9. Toe Daweon’s golden ohaff, American 
brosza and early red Clawson varleths 
seemed to ba the most In favor with the 
ex penim nets, and the Fultz and red won¬ 
der the faaat in favor. 

10. The counties i f La nbton, Huron, 
Biroooe, Middlesex, Elglu and Kent fur¬ 
nished thirty four out of the sixty best 
reports received. 

11. The average yield of the eleven 
varieties of winter wheat tested over Oa- 
tario was 25.7 bushels per sere, and the 
average oi ihe same-varioliee ot the experi¬ 
ment station was 35.2 bushels pfer acre. 

12. The co-operative experimental work 
in agriculture seems to ba much appreci¬ 
ated by the ex-students of the college 
and by many other leading farmers through¬ 
out Oatarlo who are actually eogagad iu 
the work. 

None of tho winter wheat catalogues yot 
received from Ontario seedsmen have adver¬ 
tised Dawson’s Golden Chaff. This is a 
variety claimed to have been originated by 
Robert DawsoD, Paris, Out., who, along 
with his neighbors, are growing it quite 
extensively. There aro no varieties of 
wlntt r wheat kept for sale this season at the 
experiment station.

Toe grains will be forwardod in the 
order la which the appUoatlons are received 
until the limited supply of corns of the 
varieties Is exhausted. The “ Instruction 
sheets ’ and “ blank forms ” necessary for 
the work will be sent at the time the grains 
are forwarded. Those who wish to join In 
the work the ooming year may ohoess either 
of the sets mentioned above. To make the 
results of the most valae to both the experi¬ 
menters and the Union, tbe five varieties 
shoald be sown in every instance.

It In Made or Ordinary Flour Mixed With 
UUutelnut Powder. 

An ingenious and leamingly valuable 
invention is that of a Gorman baker for a 
new method of keeping bread froih for a 
long period. It consists In mixlrg ordinary 
flour with the powder of hs/.alnuts. The 
Invention will, It is raid, prove of graa* 
value when used in,storing up any kind cf 
flour or kindrod substances, and also baked 
goody, such as rusks or blrcuiti used in tbe 
army and navy. In preparing the hazelnut 
flour, tbe kernels aro first removed froiAuhe 
shell lad thon are ground or reduced 
to powder. Only the white substance 
of the kernel is ground. The powder 
or Hour thus produced Is added to that 
which Is to be proierved In a proportion 
varying between 5 end 25 per cen'.,, oaie 
being taken that tbe mixture is as thorough 
as possible, as It U important that the fatty 
element of tho powderlzcd nuts shall per¬ 
vade the whole substance. 

Tho Hour so mixed acquires a property 
whloh enables tbe bread or other goods 
made of It to keep much longer than 
similar goods of ordinary ti»nr. The fatty 
or oily element prevents the absorption of 
moistnre to a great extent, and, con- 
lequontly, tho Lunation of mould, mildew 
or similar growths. In addition to this the 
albumen and fat in the ha/.olnut enhance 
tho valuo of tbe flour, because of their nutri¬ 
tive qualities.

Into volnme under 
a gale of wind from the west, ate their way 
over block after block of small frame reel- 
deuces until they reaohed the lake. Within 
twe hours the fire had consumed at least 
thirty buildings and tivo blooka of the 
greatest Industrial suburb of Chicago. 
The fifty thousand resident* of tho 
town were precipitated into a panlo. 
Aa the pine atruotures, in which lived the 
workingmen employed In the large steel 
mills of the Illinois Steel CJo., and in whioh 
the amaPer merohanti ef the place made 
their homeo, wero levelled by the roaring 
ffomes, these whose homes had not yet 
fall- n fl-rd with their goods and hoaaeheld 
utensils to the other pirtlona of the olty. 
Streets were blockaded with waggora con¬ 
taining the effeots of the frightened and 
fitting residents, end men and women, 
applied by the calamity, fled In every 
direction. From the brl-k building In 
which the fire had lie origin, and before 
the few fire engines of tho district could 
mace the slightest Impression upon It, tbe 
flames bounded eastward between 91st 
street aud 90'h street in the direction of 
the lake. House after house rapidly fell 
befere the sweep of fire, whioh hurled blar¬ 
ing brands far in advanoe. From Superior 
avenue the flames crossed toOntario avenue, 
Buffalo avenue, Maokinaw avenue and 
Greenbay avenue. 

CHURCHES DESTROYED. 

Among the first buildings to fall was the 
First Me* hod 1st Church on ^lsb st-eet aud 
SDporior avenue, and before its spire had 
toppled to the ground thIK.nsw and com¬ 
modious German Lutheran Church on the 
opposite corner was blazing In a dozen 
plam-s. Hardly had theso more pretentious 
buildings been levelled to tho ground than 
the fire was detected blazing In a dozen 
plocta farther east. The local department, 
a branch M Chief Swenio’s city service, had 
bren cal ed upon, also all the help in the 
ln.modiate distrlo* 1 , but by tho time the 
Firtt Methodist Cburoh was well on fire it 
waa seen that every effort must bo made 
to prevent the destruction of tho greater 
part of tbe town. The central fire alarm 
offi. e sent to tho fire every engine that 
could be spared In the south aldo of the 
olty. Tho Yoaemitc, the gUnt fire boat 
lying at tbe foot cf La Salle street, waa 
hurried from its dock, and was soon plough¬ 
ing its way through the waters of the lake, 
In its 13 mile race bo tho far southern sec¬ 
tion, where tho fire was raging. 

▲ COAL FIRE. 

Bsfore lb had r.-aohed the harbor at Sooth 
Chicago the terrific force of the fire bad 
eaten aw*y the five blocks between Superior 
avenue snd tbe lake, and the Yosemlte 
turned Its attention to the Immense lumber 
yards on tho river front. Before the scores 
of engines had mado the loast aDpreolable 
effeoo upon the progr^es of the names tie 
Immense docks of tlm Sunday Oroek Coal 
Cc-s^any were In games. Over 100,000 tons 
ol otml are stored 1* -» 3r bjns. 

When the fire began in the coal yards a A 
tho engines that could be spared, and tho 
powerful stbamer Yooemlbe, as soon as it 
reaohed the harbor, were brought bo fight 
the conflagration. At the same moment) 
the A. R. Beck lumber yards, with dock 
frontages almost as great as those of 
the Sonday Creek Company, ware 
found to bo burning, and hero the 
first gnat battle of tbe firemen with the

The citizens who stayed behind at Bruns¬ 
wick when the flret eoare oame laughed at 
their more timid-brethren who eeoaped te 
places of safety, and that laugh waa tinged 
with • iooro, for in yellow fever daye those 
who stiok by tbe efflioted olty are the 
heroes and those who leave are scorned. 

HOPl OAST TO THB WINDS. 

The dootors thought Surgeon Burnham’s 
case would be the only one, and tbe people 
watched lb with hope. Wben young Hsrris, 
who had kept beyond the quarantine limits, 
was strioken then all bope was oast to the 
winds at Brunewlok ani there was ohaoe. 

There wee a rush toward plaooe of safety 
all day veiberday and far Into the night. 
Every place In the low country was closed 
to them. Atlanta was then the haven 
toward whioh they turned their steps. 
Everv oar the East Tennessee Railroad 
could get was sent to Brnncwiok and all 
were crowded to overflowing. 

Mayor Lamb and other city officials who 
remained bravely at their posts did every¬ 
thing to facilitate the departure of all who 
oonld go. Tbe city secured transportation 
for these who had oo means, end rich and 
poor, high and low, they crowded together 
In the blessed care that were to carry them 
te safety. 

The Arab train left Brunswick at midnight). 
No stops weze made except for coal and 
water.- Valdosta, Hawlinsville, Waycroee 
and all the smaller stations were olotely 
gnardod by Quarantine authorities, and at 
nene of three was a passenger permitted 
to more than shew ble head from the 
window. 

It waa a tired, hungry, half-famished lot 
?hat reach d Maoou this morning. Toey 
had hoped to breakfast there, but fifteen 
miles <ut the Quarantine officials took 
charge of tbe t aln, and It waa rushed 
through the olty at fiul spe< d. Tbe atten¬ 
tion of the Macon officials did not cease 
until the train had oovered thirty miles of 
the distance between that olty and Atlanta. 

WELCOMED TO ATLANTA. 

Tbe firs', ray of snesi ine was at Indian 
Springs, where ine refugees were told they 
would be welctmed, but most of them came 
to Atlanta. I was cne of the party that 
rr.6t the train below Atlanta, ana a sadder- 
Icoklng crowd I have never seen. In reality 
they werdlhungry and happy. 

While Atlanta opens her arms to the 
refugees, the health authorities take every 
preoactlen, and a thorough inspection of 
every incomer from the Infected dletrlct Is 
made. Should fever skow Itself In any case 
the victim will be taken at once to the 
quarantine station and oloealy guarded. 
Yellow fever has been brought to Atlanta, 
but never obtained a foothold here. There 
have been two susploious oases on incoming 
trains, bc v i neither showed yellow fever

By 8 o’oJnuk the ooal In tho yards 
of tho Sunday Creek Co. and Beck’s lumber 
yard were the only places whore the fire was 
s* 111 uppermost, and In a short time it was 
praa-ioaily under control, and all danger of 
its spreading farther was over.

She 
was using a lamp for the purpose of healing 
hor curling-iron, f»ml while arranging hor 
bangs tho lamp wao overturned, and an 
explosion followed, which in the end 
wrtckod tho homes of several thousand 
people. When all danger of k furtbor 
spread of the fire was over, the 
Dar.ic stricken poo pie, who bad fled wildly 
for thefr llvos, began to return to 
whoro their -hemes had formerly 
stood. In vory few Instances woro they 
able lo find any vestige of their 
bom't. Most (f tho buildings destroyed 
wore light frame affaire, and were occupitd 
almost exclusively by workmen of the 
Illinois Steel Company. In none of these 
instances was the damage large, but conser¬ 
vative estimates put the aggregate loss in 
tho residential district at $400,000 The 
Sunday Creek Coal Company has lost fully 
$250 000, and the Beok Lumber Company 
$200,000. Tho latter ooncern recently made 
an assignment, and had just resumed busi¬ 
ness after iraklug an arrangement with its 
creditors. Its large stock of lumber is 
completely destroyed, and Its business once 
moro at a standstill. Two hundred houses 
wero destroyed. 

Despite the rapidity with wbioh the 
Harms spread, and the cra»h and panlo 
which at oco time choked up tho streets, to 
lifts no fur h* known wero lost. Th* fol¬ 
lowing were hurt, nor.o of thrm fatally 
Fred. 1) -nantz, severely burned about face 
and arms ; Robert and Addle T&lnio, over¬ 
come by heat and smoke.

HE notion of punish- 
meat by etfigy Is ae old 
as tho human raoo, and 
tho Eogllsh word " effi- 

J [fated,” that has cow 
alien Into disuse, is 
tho verb that Indicated 
tho form of punish¬ 
ment that found It* 
expression In this way. 

But the Anglo-Saxon 
raoe, with its hard, 
practical ideas, has almost discarded this 
representative mode of punishment, and it 
Is cnly occasion ally that ont breaks of 
popular solcnoe are expressed in this way. 
Rarely has a man cf strong Ideas 
ventured to enforce the principles In which 
he believed without some corresponding 
condemnation evidenced by the same orude 
msthod as has been employed again with 
Mr. Cleveland, and during the late civil war 
tho (ffigy of Abraham Lincoln was burned, 
drawn and quartered in the nreoence of 
andlencoo both numerous and delighted,and 
at bis death his assassin, John Wilke*Booth, 
came in for bis share of the same effigial 
breamenf. 

At the time when President Garfield was 
murdered Golteau was banged in effigy, and 
do punishment that ihe Ingenuity ot man 
O'.nld infiiot upon him wu overlooked lu the 
treatment of the dummy that represented 
(be ooward vorlmlnal. In Eog’andNapoleon 
Bonaparte f*r a number of years stood cot 
cnly as tLe hobgoblin fer frightening chil¬ 
dren into obedience, but It was the standing 
diversion to 

zudfc* him in eftiot. 

whenever the rural population found Its life 
so tame that it required feme excitement 
blended with the patriotic iidea of ridding 
Europe of it a terror. 

Philip II. of Spain, during the reign of 
Elizabeth, waa a favorite subjeot for the 
puppet burners, end Oliver Cromwell was 
burned so often in effigy that had his op¬ 
ponents succeeded in their desires the here- 
afu r would have bad no terrors for one so 
thoroughly prepared for It. The Duke of 
Oul’odeu, known as " tho Batcher,” was 
burned In n any towns after the battle of 
Cullodec, snd another subjeot of universal 
hatred was the Marquis of Argyle. 

EFFIGIES IN JAPAN. 

An t ffigy is, of oourxe, merely a symbol, 
and may be used as either sn objeot of 
adoration cr of hatred, and tho narrow lines 
that divide theso two sentiment* are clearly 
shown in the action of tho Japanese girl 
who, t*s we are told in the " Tale# of Old 
Japan,” behaved thuswlse U> a faithless 
lev* r : The maiden rises at 2 o’olcck in tho 
merr.lcg, dressvs herself iu whito and 
tmr!<s a little straw figure—the effigy of 
the faithless one—to the sacred grove 
around some Shinto shrine. 

The tree* are supposed to be uoder tho 
■pectal protection of (he god to whom tho 
• brine Is dedicated, and any injury done to 
them arouses him to vengeance. 8o, taking 
the ' ffigy in her left bard and a hammer in 
the right, t>he sacrilegiously nails the figuro 
to one of the holy trees, praying the God to 
slay the traitoroa* youth and vowing that 
if he grant her prayer she will pull out the 
nails wbloh off. nd the god by wounding 
bis consecrated tree.

WOKKING WOMEN U OH1CACO. 

Ssme Facts About tho Hweatlng System In 
Chicago. 

Tho Illinois State Bureau of Labor 8 alls- 
tics has l**ued its seventh biennial report, 
whioh is a volume of over 600 psgee and 
deal* with three general subjeot*—working 
women in Ohloaxo, the sweating system in 
Chloage and coal mining la IUinolr, 

Undor the first head statistics are given 
of the work, wages and coudltlsn of 6,069 
women employed in 05 establishments in 43 
indnstrles and 474 different occupations in 
the city of Ohlosgo. Of theso, 4,681 were 
opefrtfves, 418 office employee#, fore¬ 
women, etc. Twenty-one out of 4,526 
worked for less than $2 a week, and 17 
reoelved $20 or more per week; 675 received 
from $4 to $5 ; 860 from $6 to $7 ; 680 
earned less than $4 a week, and 1,429 were 
paid from $7 to over $25 n week. Tho 
average earnings of tho whole num¬ 
ber is $6.22 a week. Forty-two and 
nlne-tonth jer cent, ef the whole 
number reoelved mure than this, averau 
$8.18 a we* k, and those who earn leas tl 
this are 67.1 per cent, and they receive an 
average of $4 91 a week. The average of 
administrative and offioial employees was 
$9.64 a week and of operatives proper $5 93. 

In regard to the sweat-shope a large man 
of statlstlos is complied bearing on every 
braqoh of the subjeot, There seems to be 
about three times as many womtn as men 
connected with these establishmente, and 
666 shops visited employ 10,933 persent, 
of whom about one-fourth are men and 
boys. Thero are 500 to 600 children 10 to 
14 years old employed lo the sweat-shope 
of Chicago who should be at home. at> 
sohool cr at play. There are as many 
thousands of ycuog girl* In the shops and 
several thousand other women who over¬ 
work ia crowdod tenement* and rooms a 
part of the year and go hungry and uoedy 
the remainder. 

Of the iheps mentioned 287 are In frame 
houses aud 475 In brick. Eighty-two per 
cent, cf the houte* are oce aud two story 
buildings, 32 per oent. aro one-story and 50 
per cent, twe story. Three hundred aud 
fifty eight shops are on the first fixor, 94 on 
the socund, 29 vn the third, 8 on the fourth, 
2 on the fifin, and 175 In basement*, some 
:i then. b«in 6 roar four to six feet below 
the street g t»de. These basement shops 
contain 2,049 employees. The physloal 
condition • ; th«#-« place-’, as descrlted, ia 
wretobed indeed. 

The report concludes by calling attention 
tf the city to tho direct and rffi.ial tffor f 
fer the improvement o! the condition of 
theee peop’e.

The long and exception¬ 
ally fine summer has boon 
exceedingly favorable to the 
operations being carried ont 
at a new suburban pioaaoro 
resort called Weonbfy Park.

metropolis and in the oountv of Middlesex, 

La only about twelve miles distent. It 
ill be In a way a replica of the 
Crystal Palace without, of court*, its mag¬ 
nificent building, and, among other feature#, 
will boast the high*at tower upon earth. 

The inception of the idea is due to Sir 
Edward Watkln, a well-known railway 
man, who has long been Imbued with the 
notion that the jaded tellers of Modern 
Babylon had not sufficient amusement ef a 
healthy kind within their reaob, and he ha* 
aooordlngly sot to work to provide it for 
them. Freeh air the worthy knight hold* 
to be the ohlef essential to good health, and 
in order to scour© this in its very quint¬ 
essence, he Is building his tower, ud which 
he proposes to take the whole ot London’s 
six millions of inhabitants, when they pro¬ 
pose to visit him, at aoharge of so muoh pc* 
head, which will bring tne cherished life 
maintainor within the reaoh of alL 
EIFFEL OUT EIFFLED. 

Watkln’s Tower is to ont-Elffel Eiffel's 
bv 166 feet. The Parisian fabrio stands 
about 984 feet high above the level of the 
Rein?. The Wembly Tower la to rise to 
,150 feet above the summit of the prettily 
wooded slope which Itself attains to 150 foot 
above the Thames at high water. For a 
long time past the foundations have been 
awaiting the euperstruoturr. There con¬ 
sist of four masse* ef concrete. To these 
the feet of the tower have been firmly 
bolted, and the aaperitruoture Is new fast 
rising towards the level of the first plat¬ 
form, somewhere about 150 feet in the air. 

On this platform will be a conoert ball with 
20,000 tquare feet of floor apaoe, acd otpablo 
of accommodating an audienoe cf two or 
three thousand people. 

TWO HUNDRTD STORES IN MID AIN. 

At a height of about 450 fe it there will 
be another platform ef smaller dimensions, 
and here wH be another hall. On both 
levels there will be ample accommodation 
for " refreshments.” Ttnra will be rrs'au- 
rants, and in one way or anolhfr, 
room will be found for 150 or 200 
■hops and stalls, and In addition to 
these th'ire will be various kinds of "aide 
show* 1 ’; a third platfurm will be reached 
at.a level of 950 feet above the ground. 
This will b* the highest accessible point aod 
will be 30 Let ab«v<» tbe top platform of 
the Eiffel tower. Above this gallery will 
be an ornamental sammit, adding another 
200 f -et to tbe structure. Hydraulic lift* 
will be provided sufficiently oapaolous aod 
rapid in action to oarry op and down 60,000 
visitors a day.

The Prison System of Measurement Taken 
From Ike lavatM. 

The science tf modern anthropography la 
constantly Increasing lta resources by iotro- 
duolcg new measurements of various parte 
of the body, particularly among tbeorlmloal 
olees. Tne meaeuisment of the hands and 
flogers la now considered of vsss ImptrUnc* 
tn establishing personal Identity. I>, la 
oertalnly curious, In view of this fact, 
to know that a similar proofs* has 
been in vogue amoDg savage tribes, 
who thue recognize their friends and 
foea. Captain Cupet repnits that the in¬ 
ha bita*ito of Southern Aonam plaoe a thin 
bamboo red bt-bwem tbe middle flngrr and 
tho ring finger of stranger*, who iuvado 
their territory, on which they mark by 
notches the distance from ih« nail to the 
first phalanx and all succeeding cues. Ibis 
bamboo rod la preserved. Every stranger la 
compelled to submit to this measurement. 
When they rfturu after a protracted absence 
the rod is applied as mentioned, and their 
Identity established as a friend, a new- 
oomer or a foe. Captalu Cupet, on hie re¬ 
turn to Annam, was always re measurod. 
He says that a similar method is practised 
n tho Lars province*. 


O0BMT OF SIGNAL CLOCKS. 

An Ingenious Timepiece to Indicate Ike 
Time Between Trains. 

A novel railway signal clock, which In¬ 
dicates the time Intervening between the 
passage cf trains, is the InventUn of an 
Ingenious Pennsylvanian. Tho engineer 
can readily tell by glancing at tho dul t he 
length of time which has elapsed since the 
preceding train passfd that point. Tho 
dock runs regularly, and indicates the 
hours and minutes just as an ordinary 
timepiece does, but tn apparatus throws 
tho minute hand hack to 12 at the time of 
the passing of eaoh train. Then the band 
moves forward In the regular way t>ntl) the 
next train passes, when it Is thrown back 
to 12 . If the period between trains should 
be an hour or a longer period, then tbe 
minute hand will stop at 55 minutes and 
remain there until a passing trains throws 
it Dsok to 12. It will then once more begin 
lta 55 -minute journey. 


Tbe Folly of Suicide. 

The sin of sntcide is not more evident 
than is lie folly. In tho vast majority o* 
casts tho Ills which provoke this desperate 
aot derive their force nob from the actual 
misery they lnfllot, but from nervous ap- 
prehenslvsness. They uro tho shadows of 
olouds which threaten, but may and often 
do pass away. 

It was one of the oruel ironies of fate that 
the suloldo sf M. Prevoet-Paradol, who had 
stultified his most brilliant writings by 
aoceptlng a post—that of Minister from 
Franoe to Washington—under tho beoond 
Empire, took plaoo just as the Liberal cause, 
with which his name had always been asso¬ 
ciated, wae on the eve of triumph. 

When Mary Wollsbonocraft, doeorted by 
her American lover, paced up and down 
Pntnev bridge, saturating her garments 
with the rain so that they might not pre¬ 
vent her from sinking in the water, her life 
soemed indescribably dreary—without a ray 
of hope. Yet this very hour of despair 
proved to be the turning point In her 
history, and from it dated the truest bliss 
•he bad ever known—a period of wedded 
happiness and joyous work. And so with 
“ the marvellous boy, the slsep’ess soul that 
perished In his pride,” Chattertoo. He 
psisansd himself In his wretched garret at 
tbe very time when the feet of one who 
would have relieved his poverty were turned 
toward the stieet in whloh he died.

THS CUSTOM IN FRANCE. 

In Franoe execution by t ffigy acquired a 
legal right, and up to the time of the revolu¬ 
tion was a solemn, judicially performed act 
Both Diderot aod d’Alerrbtft) mention the 
fact and attempt to defend it philosopbl* 
oelly. 

In tbe time of Loa's VI Thomas da 
Marne, wlo was oondemn^d for high trea¬ 
son, was officially executed, hut the 
" Ordonranoe GVlmlnoHo ” i f 1070 com¬ 
mands this form of punishment only when 
the criminal is condemned to diatb. When 
under ibis Aot tbe criminal was condemned 
to the gsllows, banishment, the lash or the 
wl eel his ♦ ffigy was not to be publicly 
exposed and mutilated, bat bis name was 
exposed and spat upon by such passers-by 
ce ohofo to avail themsrlves cf this mothed 
of criticism. 

EXECUTING EFFIGIES. 

Under this eaino ordinance the orlminal 
who was condemned to death end chanced 
to make his escape bad his < ffigy made and 
delivered Into prison. The executioner and 
hie assistants and appurata* of punirhment 
made their appearance, seized the image, 
oarried It to the place of puoiahmoot and 
executed it as solemnly as toough the living 
man was in their bands At) times itvas 
porcilestMo to deal thus wlrh hut one/ effigy, 
not iu 1639 the Duke of La Valletta Wis be¬ 
headed lu Parh. Bordeaux and Bayonne, 
although at th* time he was suppestd to 
suffer punishment In those cities ho was 
actually enjoying life oomlortably in Eng¬ 
land. 

In 1793, at the Revolution Feast, the 
Pope, JLaf«*yotto and the " coalesced tyrants” 
were burned together at Rheime. 

Of course Guy Fawkes comrs In for his 
annual and memorial punishment, and of 
course his punishment is by effigy, hut a 
still mere curious anniversary Is that pre¬ 
valent among the Southern F.aropeen peo 
pie and thtlr descendants in Mcpioo of 
meting out punishment in this way to 
Jadas I*car!o\ and on Maundy Thursday 
tbo inhabitants of the Mexiosn towns 
throng tbe streets to execrate, insult) and 
otherwise exprrst* their disgust of the false 
dieoiple, wlnse t ffigy is hanged to lamp- 
posts and fired at with pistols, squibs and 
crackers. 

FLOGGING JUDAS. 'n. 

The Portuguese sailers invariably take 
the opportunity on this occasion to manu¬ 
facture a doll Judas, which they flog and 
otherwise despitefqlly treat. 

Ju the Cork Examiner of 1808 there Is a 
description of one ef these scourging#: — 
"The traitor wsb led through the streets in 
solemn procession, bis effigy being laid 
upon an open bier clad in tho blue shirt 
and loDg boots of a stevedore. On return¬ 
ing to tnelhip the effigy was huDg to the 
yardarm and so riddled with pistol shots 
that nothing was left save tho rope by 
which It bad been suspended. This pun¬ 
ishment of Judas is one of the most time 
worn and doeply ingrained ouatoms of the 
Latin osuntrles, and both In Mexloo and In 
Eurcpe the tame fervor is exhibited in de¬ 
nouncing the effigy of the betrayer.” 

EXECUTING CHARLES V. IN EFFIGY. 

A curious case ef retroactive justice as 
exhibited in effigy punishment was that of 
the confessor of Charles V. He was con- 
vioted of heresy by the Inquisition, but, 
either fortunately or unfortunately, he died 
before the sentence pronounced upon him 
could be executed. Both the courts and 
the people resented this act on his part and 
olamered for an execution, whereupon an 
effigy was arrayed in tbe robes of a dead 
priest, the usual oersmsnies were performed 
with sorupulous oars, and tbs representative 
was burned In the preaenceof the vast crowd 
that had gathered to leo justice done. 

One ef tho moot successful and popular of 
the effigy burnings that is known to history 
was that of Lord Bate in tho Older ooantles 
ef England, where the ohronloler tells os 
that in tbo little town of Laoemton " thous¬ 
ands stood by applauding.” 

Perhaps tho most aotive year In whloh 
effigy punishment was rife was that of the 
first anniversary of tbs Restoration. Tho 
K\nadom'e Intelligencer and tbo Afircurws 
Publiciu announce that on tho 29th of May, 
at Bury 8b. Edmund’#, 11 the entire populace 
followed the reverend effigies or Hugh 
Psters. 

THE COMMON HANGMAN 
led the effigy of tho Parliamentary Chaplain 
through tho etroete and tbe beadle whipp'd 
him the while. H*loeworth lit up five 
hundred fagote to oensume tho effigy tf 
Oliver Cromwell. At Exeter his Image was 
eedled to * s poor jade 1 and drawn ta the 


a practiced hand. Floally she srleotad on* 
that was unpalnted and hsmely, but ae 
heavy ae a cart wheel.

000,000 sesterces or £150,000. Ho did nob 
want tbo m may for tljat purpose ; every¬ 
thing required by a prooonsul was supplied 
to him by tl e Province. I’.sj simp’y to^k 
tbe money for himself, end lent it out lu 
Rome at high interest. C. Vo:res was 
oharg<>d by Cicero with having rah bad Sicily 
of £350,000 iu three years, besides many 
valuable works of art. He piacttcally ad¬ 
mitted his guilt by retiring from Roms 
without attom|Flng any defence. Cioero, 
when Governor of tho poor Province of 
Cilicia, found bH.snif tho richer in ouo 
year by £20,COO, and ho was perhaps the 
only proconsul who over handod over hi" 
ampins to tho State. 

There can he no doubt that Cioero and 
tho younger Pliny received large sums from 
their cllcn s while those clients were still 
living. Balbus Is not likely to have secured 
the argument " Pro Bali o for a mere 
tr.fi*, and tli* gratitude of Sicily ft r the 
prosecution cf* VVrree undoubtedly took a 
very substantial form. Apart fron all such 
honoiaria, H is aeo* rded that both Cioero 
and tbo joauger IM* y received l*gen|«g 
from clients to tho amount of £170 000 
Gibbon tills ue, on tho authority ef Olym- 

g lod<’iU”, that s-vornl of the rlchostsenators 
ad an Income of £100,000 a ytar—wi’hont 
computing the stated provision of corn aud 
wine. 

Trice Tal<l for Slaves. 

it is v ry curious to read in an old 
Roman history of tbe prinos paid for slaves 
in the palmy days of tho *mp ro. As a 
general thing a laborer oculd be bought for 
about |S 0 of o?r monoy, but after a pro¬ 
vince had been conquered or a great vic¬ 
tory won hundred* would sometimes bo 
bought for $5 to $10 each. After tho siege 
of J-iusalcm by Titus the price of slaves 
fell tu $4. Hsllied laborers and artisans 
brought more. A gardenor was worth 
about $300, a blacksmith $700 ; a good cook 
often brought $2,500, an a^tor or actress 
$5,000, and a phjsloian $10,000.

>uud anywhere within an tqoal distance of 
L ndot. Tho entire area purebaeed wae 
250 acres, but a portion of tile is to be 
destroyed by butldlDg, and the aotuai park 
may comprise 150 acres. This has been 
placed under the skill of a Iundscape artist, 
who has for the past year or two being 
doing all that m*y be done to substitute 
artificial for natural beauty, though the 
fluncing of tbe artist has be#n handicapped 
^y *h • many fra^ures r*oulred by a popular 
London playground. Tftese consist of in¬ 
numerable refreshment pavilions, m*rry go- 
rounds and cinder bloycle tracks. 

FINEST TRACK IN ENGLAND. 

This has been construct'd with mathema¬ 
tical accuracy, it la half a mile r.und, and 
wlli give one straight run of 350 yards. Hix 
ecr|S of the land will be devoted to cricket. 
Ttiw ground has been carefully levelled, 
turfed and rolled, and a handsome pavilion 
has been ercoted. Trere will be archery 
and tenia lawns, and there are tea housts 
and refreshment pavilions in various parts 
of tho grounds. Tho finest of these is en the 
highest point of the perk. It has the ap- 
pesraace al a largo conservatory, and visi¬ 
tor* mvy sit here and lurch or take tea or 
dlnnar In full view of ono of the finest pros- 
peois in Middlesex.

There naa been a great deal of sea bathing 
at O 4 borne. On the private brach In 
Oiborne Bay, near tbe little pier, Is a bath 
log machine ard also a large barge with a 
hollow oentre, which can easily be run Into 
the sea snd the bottom is so arranged that 
the interior at on<£. becomes a tank, In 
whhh the smallest children osn be allowed 
to pluDge about in safety. There Is 4 float¬ 
ing bath in the bay about 200 yards from the 
beach which consists of a well abent 20 feet 
by 10 feet at the bottom of which is a 
wooden grating, whloh can easily be ad¬ 
justed so as to afford whatever depth of 
water may be required. This bath la 
enclosed by a screen and it has a dressing 
room attached. A small llfsbeat 
manned by two sailors from ths 
royal yscht fs always in attendanoe tn 
OsDorns Bay. All those In attendance at 
the court are expeoted by Qaeen Victoria to 
take their matutinal dip, and Her Majesty 
always questions those sne comes in oontaot 
with as to whether they found the water 
warm or oold. One of the Q aeon's ohief 
pleasures la to survey the bathers from a 
grassy ridge where she alts In her donktj 
carriage, and makes frequent enquiries as te 
who Is in the water er eut of It Hex 
Majesty Insists that everyone oaght te 
learn to swim, including her malda sf honer.
